C. The calculation of fees should be based on some percen- 
tage of annual income. In the proposed scale,a family 
of one receiving $577 per year would have to pay $260 
per year for child care services which is 45% of their 
income. Conversely, a family of seven receiving $23,963 
per year would have to pay $166. per year which is 7% 
of their income. This is, again, inequitable. 


Based on the irregularities cited above, which I feel are ex- 
cessive, I am recommending that implementation of this policy be 
postponed until needed improvements and revisions are made. In 
addition, I understand that Essex County was not represented when 
the schedule was developed. Accordingly, I am requesting that a 
meeting be scheduled which will include DYFS, the PDB, and Essex 
County representatives to air out grievances in reference to this 
policy. Also, I urge you not to remove any more child care monies 
from the system because of the additional monies the collection of 
fees will generate. Finally, it has been known for some time that 
DYFS has a double standard policy regarding state sponsored centers 
vs. community sponsored centers. State sponsored centers have a g 
guaranteed match and their staffs receive higher salaries. ks there 
is no difference in the type of service provided, this double stan- 
dard must stop.
